A FEMALE FIEND. 


Mrs. Hendricks’ Method of Correct- 
ing a Disobedient Child, 


Poor Little Emma Belmont's Inhu- 
man Treatment by Her Adopted 
Mother — Strait - Jackets, Ropes, 
Hot Stove-Lifters and Billets of 
Wood as Implements of Torture— 
The Child's Story.

New York, May 15.—Emma Belmont lay dying 
yesterday in the hospital at New Brunswick, N, J., 
from beatings received a few days before at the 
hands of her foster mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Hen- 
dricxs. Tne mother paced the corridors of the 
county jail all day, waiting for the anncuncement 
that would make her a murdererss. Late last night, 
however, the child was still alive, though there was 
littie hope that she would live till morning. Her 
body is one mass of pulph bruises, her skull is 
fractured and she is suffering from deep burns 
where the mother applied a red hot stove-lifter to 
the child’s flesh. The last injuries were aggravated 
by the mustard plasters which Mrs. Hendricks 
tastened upon the raw places in order to make the 
pain greater. The injuries were inflicted Monday, 
but it was not until Wednesday that the child's con- 
dition became known and the city authorities took 


her from such a mother. Wednesday morning, 
Daniel Dye, who lives a few doors from Mrs. Hen- 
dricxs, informed Judge Lefferts tha! he and his 
neighbors had been uuable to sleep because of the 
chidish shrieks that came from the Hendricks 
residence. He felt sure that the woman 
was maitreating her 8-year-old adopted daughter, 
but he did not want to appear as the complainant 
axainst her, for fear she might take her revenge on 
him. Jud. e Lefferts and the Chief of Police drove 
out to the house the same day. Mrs. Hendricks 
met them at tne door and 8 
SULLENLY GAVE HERSELF UP. 

In a rear room the.ch.id was found trying to rest 
on a bed. Both eyes were black and swoilen out 
beyond her nose: her scalp was loosened from the 
saull and a mass of blood wasfestering underneath. 
There was not a spot upon the little body where the 
Doctor couid lay a fluger without giving pain. The 
skin on the forehead was abraided and the skull! 
crushed in behind her ear. Great red scars five or 
six inches long on the girl's thighs showed where 
the hot irou bad been used. Carefully little Emma 
was taken to the more comfortable hospital bed, 
and while Mrs. Hendricks was led away to 9 ＋5— 
the child sobved out the story of er Mjuries. 
Judge Leffer:s told her sue was going to die and 
asked her to tell the whole truth. He asked ner 
whether she knew the nature of an oath, and she 
said:. I know tnat if Iten the truth 1 will go to 
the good place, and if I teil a story, the 
man will get me. I was at Sunday-scbool once.“ 
She went on in her childish way, with 
many interruptions and sobs, from 

iD her wounds, to teil of tne 
punishment ber mother inflicted. “Monday after- 
noon | was bad, she said, “and mamma put on 
my night gown and sewed up the sleeves so I could, 
not get my hands free, then she tied my hands 
togetuer aud wok me up to the loft of the hause 
where it is dark ‘cause tuere is no window. She 
tied a piece of cloches line around my waist, and 
fastened one end to the ceiling, so that 1 couldn't 
sit down or even kneet dowu. Tuen she shut the 
door and I was afraid of the rats. Sue kept me 
there all pizht, and 1 was so tired, but couldn't 
sleep standing up. 

I ORIED AND CRIED. 

My hands were tied and I cou. un t use them, so I 
beat my forebead against the door to make her 
hear, She didn’tcome ail night and I kept on 
bumping my nead against the door, I was hungry. 
After bre tne next ag she came and 
took me dowh stams, ald when she saw how I hurt 
my forehead she went out into the yard and cuta 
big branch from a tree. luen she took off my 
gown and whipped me all over.“ 

The recollecuon of the punishment nearly sent 
the child ino convulsions, She was caimed by the 
nurse and went on with her story, ; 

“Sue wore out the switch, threw it away, and 
beat me with tue haudle of a birch broom. Tnen sine 
found a big buggy whip aud beat me we with that. 

IT KNOCKED ME DOWN. 

Afterwards she p.cked up. piece of firewood like 
we uur min our stove and struck me across the head 
tree or four t mes. The stove iifter had been get- 
ting Lotter and hotter ali the time, and when it was 
red hot she he d metigit and burned me with it. 
I dou’t remember anything more until she put thas 
awful piasier ou me aud then you came.” 

stripped of cries of pain and a little talk not en- 
tire y to tue point, this is the simple story told by 
the child. Chief of Police Fitzgerald says the 
moti.er boldiy acknowledges the story to be true. 
He found the rope wu which the girl was tied 
hanging in the oft, just asit was leit, and also 
took pssession of the heavy buggy whip of whicb 
tue gir: Speaks, Oniy the hand:se remaius and that 
is heavy eno.gh to fracture a man's skull. Tue 
night dress the chiid wore was itself a kind of 
straizht-jacket. Ine sieeves are sewed up at the 
cuffs and a piece of strong tape bangs from each 
end, and the girl’> arms cou:d easily ve tied before 
or behind ber. The abrasions on her forehead bear 
out ber assertions tat she beat her head agua ust the 
door. The fractured Kull was evidently made by 
some biunt instrument like a millet of 
firewood. Her abdomenis severely burned. Mrs 
Heudricks was exawined yesterday beiore Judge 
Letferts. Ibere .ad been whispers of poison in ad- 
vauce,so she was cosely guarded and taken to 
and from jau in a close carriage. She is about 40 
years old, strongly buiit, and has bright brown eyes 
and intehigent feacures.

A KENTUCKY SENSATION. 


Elvira Ivey on Trial for the 
Marder of a Lover. 

Lovisyma, Ga., May 15.—The Superior Court of 
Jefferson County is at present engaged in the trial 
of a sensational murder case,in which a young 
woman is standing at the bar of justice. Miss 
E.vira Ivey was at one time a leader in Jefferson 
society, but an indiscretion closed the doors of 
many people against her. A suit was pending 
against Solomon Jones, the object of which was to 
compel him to restore Miss Ivey’s good name by 
marriage. The suit was to be called on Monday 
morning. On the Sunday morning preceding, how- 
ever, the community was thrown into intense er- 
citement by the news that the dead body of Mr. 
John McCauley, one of the wealthiest farmers of 
Warren, had been found under the window of Miss 
Ivey’s room. A bullet had pierced histemple. In 
his left hand was clutched a bundle of bank bills, 
amounting to $1,500. When Miss Ivey told the 


story of the dead man's presence the excitement 
was greatly increased. She alleged that McCauley 
was a friend of Jones, and that the 
object of hig visit was to induce 
her to withdraw her claim against his 
friend. As a meansto accomplish this he pro- 
tested his own love for her, showed her the roli of 
bills and urged her to fly to Texas with him. Ags 
McCauley had a living wife and seven cniidren, 
Miss Ivey reminded him of his duty toward taem. 
With an oath the desperate man deciared that he 
inteuded that Miss Ivey shouid either elope with 
him or euffer death. at the same ume making a 
motion to enter the window. Instantiy the buliet 
frow Miss Ivey's pistol compelled him to release bis 
hold from the window and ‘ . 
HE FELL BACK DEAD. 
To her father and brotaer, who were brought to 
the spot by the pistol’s report, she told the story, 
and declared that tue whole movement was a pot 
tosave Jones in the approaching trial. Tae dis- 
covery of a package of letters. nowever, in the pos- 
session of MeCauiey did not accord witu the giri's

A FALSE ALARM, 


A Mistake Over Consols Excites Wheat 
Corn Shows Weakness, 
Speetal by Telegraph from Ptekering & Co., Chtoago 
to the Fost-Disvatch. 

CuicaGo, May 15.—Under the influences of fine 
weather, weaker cables and good receipts wheat 
opened lower, ruling quite weak for some time, It 
gatt.ered strength. un ler good buying by shorts, 
when a thunderbolt came in the shape of private 
cables from New Tork, quoting consols 
at 9834, a decline of almost 1 per cent from 
the latest public advices. Previously to this 


the yellow tissues,” rather widely distributed, had 
spoken of new complications in the settlement of 
the Afghan matter,so the crowd was ready to 
think this quotation correct, The market rusbed up 
with a big scramble among shorts, but no public 
confirmation coming, the price fell back almost 
as on ang as it had risen All private wire houses 
had this alleged special cable, of course, all claiming 
“It came direct from ur London agent,” but it 
turned out that a error of 1 r cent was 
made by the cable people, and, as all the 
private wires are getting information 
from one source, they all copied the blunder.

This 
error, however, served to show the trade that “Our 
own London ut“ is one and the same man 
for ail private wires, The market 
continued to rule weak, closing at inside prices, 
with heavy selling by the whole local crowd. Re- 
ceipts at Westeru points to-day were 435 cars. There 
was some shipping demand here, and about 100,000 
bushels was taken, mainly to save stora e. 
Freights were sligntly firmer. Crov 
news was as bad as can be. The McCormick Reaper 
Company is said to have the most reports of the 
season, but they are not made public. Prime con- 
tinues to give gloomy dispatches from the whole 
winter wheat belt. 

Oats were steady early, but closing rather weak 
in sympathy with the other grades. The trade 
was quite small. 

Corn opened weak with large sales of June at 
464¢c. Fine weather and eontinued weakness in 
cabies were the chief influences noted. Good de- 
mand sprang up soon, the market advancing ir- 
regularly nearly 1 cent. The priocipai cause for 
the udvance was the quotation on consols spoken 
of above. The price tell back as wheat deciined: 
Two hundred and forty cars were esti for 
to-morrow, whiie the probabilities are for warme. 
weatuer, whicn increases the bearish feeling con- 
siderably. The shipping demand was good for 
car lots, but slack for cargoes, oniy 
50,000 bushels being taken. G. P. Adams, 
Singer, Warren aud Hepburn were large 
sellers. Norton and Lester bought 
some, while F.eming & Boyden soid largely near 
the close. ‘ihe iinai close was heavy and weax, 
Bliss selling a large line of July at 463,c; June 46%.

Commerciai Notes. 


The receipts of wheat in Liverpool for past week 
were equal to 548,000 bus. (about the same as last 
week's), of which 20,000 bus was from America; 
receipts of corn 207,500 bus.——Diligent inquir 
among comm. ssion men, who are kept daily poste 
on crop prospects by their country correspondents, 
only serves to bring out the gloomiest reports. It is 
uniform among all of them Not a sign of improve- 
ment is reported, but worse aad more of it“ is the 
cry from all sections. That the crop is 
badly short from the winter killin 
is conceded, and now that the Hessian fly an 
the camch bug have appeared in the wheat there 
is no tehing how much wheat will be harvest d. 
There have been thousands of acres ploughed up in 
the past few days. owing to the fly and ihe chinch 
IL.inois, Missouri and Kauvsas, which, between them, 
raised about 95,000,000 bus of last year’s crop, give 
tue worst re in this connection. It is believed 
here that the total es of these three States 
vill not be 40,000, bus this year. 
The latest is that the army worm 
has appeared in Southern wheat.——A New York 
flour broker has been offering to sell Russian flour, 
deliverable in that market, at $6 per barrel. Tuis 
flour is vow at Marseilies, and the sample shown is 
said tobe equal to the ice Minnesota spring 
wheat patenis. This would seem to indicate that 
the Frevch markets are well supplied with bread- 
stuffs at present.——Haliiday Bros., of Cairo, make 
the folowing pertinent remarks ina letter to Bil- 
Ungsley-Nauson Co.: We do not think the large 
markets properly appreciate the extent of damage 
tothe winter wheat crop. Perhapsthe main reason 
is that the reports prevailevery year more or less 
and tney have forgotten to regard it as a chronic 
scare in the interest of the bulis, but it is too unt 
versal tuis vear. There is no ubt in our minds 
that the wheat is badiy damagéd, though the ex- 
tent of it caunot be de.ermined for some time. 
That is exactly the case. Chicago will not make up 
her mind to believe the damage reports, probably 
for the reason that St. Louis got on to them 
and was the first market to respond by advancing 
—Workmen commenced bringing material 1 to 
the Exchange hail to-day for buidding the scaffoid 
upon which they will stand when they wash the 
ceiling and paint the woodwork. The halli will re 
céive a thorouzh cleaning and renovating, and will 
show up beautifully when finisbed ——There 
is again talk of a squeeze or cor- 
ner in New York cotton, this time im Juve. 
——A St. Louis miller was to-day showing a sample 
of 100 cars Northern fall wheat that are coming to 
him. The quality and color were fine and nearly 
the equal of St. Louis No 2 red winter, which is 
fully as good for grinding. This wheat, he said 
costs him less than $1 on track here, while St. Louis 
would cost him $109 on track.——The McCorm.ck

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ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

There is hardly a nation but has some old 
grudge against John Bull, and just now all the 
world is taunting him with his alleged submis- 
sion to Russia in the Afghan matter. He ccr- 
tainly is not striking out from the shoulder 
with the promptness characteristic of him 
when the provocation comes from weaker pow- 
ers. But it is equally characteristic of him 
to stay out of the game and wait for a new 
shuffle when he finds that the cards have been 
dealt against him. The caution he is now dis- 
playing does not by any means imply submis- 
sion. Itsimply means that he has sense enough 
to appreciate the advantage an immediate dec- 
laration of war would give to Russia. It is rea- 
sonably certain’ that she has 120,000 soldiers 
somewhere between the Caspian and Herat, 
and could seize the strategic points in Afghan- 
istan and either make an ally of the present 
Ameer or put an Ameer of her own on his 
throne before an Anglo-Indian army strong 
enough to prevent it could reach the scene. 
other directions the unreadiness of England is 
equally apparent, and the state of her relations 
with Turkey, France and other powers, grow- 
ing out of the Egyptian business and the canal 
question, is such that the advantage they 
might severally take of an Anglo-Russian war 
is worth considering, On the other hand, En- 
gland loses nothing, and puts a great strain 
upon the crippled finances of Russia by hold- 
ing her at bay with negotiations that may both 
fix upon her the responsibility for ensuing war 
and enable England to make better prepara- 
tion for it. The withdrawal from the Soudan 
means something, and looks like paving the 
way to a better uhderstanding between En- 
gland and Turkey. Continuing war prepara- 
tions on both sides also mean something. Cau- 
tious but persistent aggression on the part of 
Russia is to be expected, and British resistance 
may fora time look like submission, but it is 
none the less certain to take the shape of war 


before the Cossack cavalry begin to water 
their horses at any tributary of the Indus. 


CLEVELAND'S DISCOVERY. 
Before President CLEVELAND and his Cabinet 


had been in office a week he found distinguished 


Senators protesting against appointments made 
on their own written but forgotten recom- 
mendation. Nota week has passed since with- 
out bringing him some cause of complaint on 
this score, as in the case of MoRGAN, appointed 
on the recommendation of the two South Caro- 
lina Senators, when they would have been 
better satisfied if their Charleston paper had 
asked for the appointment of some 
better Democrat and better man. Find- 
ing that Congressmen and Senators are 
seldom free agents in the matter of recom- 
mending men for office, that few of them have

Badgered thus and fretting over a lengthen- 
ing catalogue of misfits, the President is simply 
rehearsing the experience of his predecessors; 
learning that ho cannot trust his appointing 
power to Senators or Representatives, and that 
nepotism, barter and all the worst features of 
boss rule in polities are the results of the experi- 
ment. Not until an appointment is announced 
does he hear of the real objections to it, though 
thoy are often so grave and so well-founded as 
to surprise and shock him. So it seems that in 
order to make sure of hearing both sides, he 
may yet have to adopt the rule of announcing 
appointments and withholding commissions till 
the newspapers and the general public can be 
heard from. Local and personal jealousies and 
factions are sure to grow out of patronage dis- 
tributed by the influence of Senators and Con- 
gressmen.

Forty Convicts in Brazos County, 
Texas, Released by a Mob, 


A Terrible Conflict Betwecn the! 
Guardsand the Attacking Party~ 
The Convicts Aid the Latter and sq 
cure Their Liberty—Great 
ment at the State Capital.

Austin, Texas. May 15.—Governor Ireland this 
fornoon received a telegram from Major Gores 
superintendent of the Texas Penitentiaries yy 
nouncing the most successful and sensational oy 
rage that has ever occurred in this State There 
were forty convicts employed ou Clay's farm 
in Brazos County, all in charge of 
guards, and watched by blood- hounds, and just 88 
they were about to quit work last evening, a great 
mob of armed men surrounded the convicts and 
their keepers, and per emptorialy demanded the 
release of the former. The guards refused to sur- 
render, and @ fight ensued, in which the eu 
throats and desperados who were being 
punished for their crimes joined forces with the ar. 
tacking party, and, after a serious engagement, the 
lawless element became complete masters of the 
fleid. Tue entre gang of convicts were released 
and are still at large. Full particulars of tue ow. 
rage have not yet come to hand 
and it is not known whether 
or not any of the combatants were killed in the en 
counter, The probability is, however, that several 
of them have fallen in the fight. This raid was 
caused by the senseless hue and cry raised agains 
the employment of convicts outside the walls of 
the penitentiary and was not brought about with 
the view of releasing any particular criminal. Con 
viets are employed on several Texas farms as well 
to save the crops, as to aid in making tiem ‘self 
sustaining, and as there are 2,700 felons now in our 
penitentiaries, it is impossible to find work in- 
side for all of them, For health and 
economy and to supply the lack of 
agricultural labor in this State, they are rented 
out to farmers, and it is because they industry is 
foolishly supposed to come into competition with 
honest labor that last nights s outrage was perpe 
trated. The affair created great consternation in 
the State Departments, and Governor Ireland to- 
day offered a reward of $200 for the conviction 
of each person composing or assisting the mo». 
He also issued a proclamation granting a full 
pardon to any two of the convicts who will give in- 
formation lead.ug to the arrest of the conepirators. 
The Superintendent of the Penitentiaries, with an 
armed force, has started for tue scene of the out- 
rage.

WANT A NEW DEAL 


Some of the Gas Stockholders Talk- 
ing of Reorganising the 
Company. 


A Number of Interesting Changes 
That Are Likely to Follow the Fail- 
ure of the Negotiations for a Sale 
Why Some of the Stockholders Are 
Dissatisfied With the Present Man- 
agement — How the Negotiations 
Were Brought to an End. 


The Post-Dispatcu is informed by a very credible 

authority, that when the eminently staid and digni- 
fied Dave Ranken, entered the directors’ room of 
the gas office this morning, he shied his fine silk 

plug over against a desk, jumped clear over the 
directors’ table without touching it, whooped like

stock is not like ive stock —ft never kicks, never gets 
sick, and never eats its head off. His ceiebration 
of the failure of the negotiations is only referred 
to thus specially because he is one the best 
known, and has all along been one of the most 
earnest members of the opposition in the matter. 

The 4 attending the reut of 

Philadelphia syndicate, however, is all 
being gathered in by Mr. Socrates Newman, the 
bland gentieman who, when called upon last Satur- 
day mor ing. knew really nothivg—at least hardiy 
aaything—about the proposed trade.

New Yorx, May 15.—Don Vicente De Mestre, 
formerly a lieutenant in the Spanish navy, and an, 
attache of the Spanish Naval Commission in this 
city, has sent to the authorities in Madrid and the 
Consul General in this city a statement of indigai- 
ties heaped upon him during nis stay in Cuba, and 
renouncing his allegiance to his native country. He 
has taken out papers declaring his intention of 
becoming a citizen of the United States.

VAN GELDER'S FLIGHT. 


The Strange Diseppearance of a New 
York Bank Teller. 


The Threatened Exposure of a Guilty 
Love Causes a Hitherto Respected 
Gentleman to Abandon His Family 
and Position. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorn, May 15.—John Van Gelder, the re 
ceiving teller of the Union National Bank, No, 34 
Wall street, has been missing from his home, No. 
86 Jones street, Jersey City Heights, since last 
Friday. On that morning, at his usual hour, he 
left his house after kissing his wife and children. 
During the afternoon of Friday he drew a cheok for 
$15 75 in favor of John Headdon, from whom he 
purchased coal for family use, and mailed it to him, 
and remained at his desk until dark. He did not 
appear at dinner at home, but as he frequently re- 
mained at the bank until late, his wife thought 
nothing of it. At daybreak Saturday, ashe had 
not returned, she telegraphed to her brother, and 
apprised him ot her husband's absence. When it 
was learned atthe bank that he was absent bis 
books were hurriedly examined. As far as the 
accounts could be ehecked back everything was 
correct, Nothing was heard ofthe missing tellers 
whereabouts until Monday morning, when a note, 
addressed in a delicate feminine band reached one 
of the officials of the bank. The writer, 


who affixed no signature, said she was stopping at a 
hotel in Hoboken, where she would be to 
see the bank's representative. She that she 
bad valuable information to impart, and casually 
hinted that she could solve the mystery of Van 
Gelder's absence. One of the officers visited the 
hotel and was ushered into the apartments of 
4 TALL, DARK WOMAN 
of refined appearance. She said that she had 
been 4 Van Gelder's company only a short time 
before, For a stipulated sum of money which she 
desired to be paid in advance, she offered to tell 
her interviewer where Van Gelder could be found. 
Her price was $2,500, and, not being authorized to 
treat in such a case, the official left, promising to 
return. Before leaving the lady pogitively asserted 
that it would be useless for him to offer any ether 
terms. She told her story to the president, who at 
once engaged a detective to shadow her. When the 
detective appeared ai the hotel he was told that the 
woman had given up her room a short time before. 
He searched Hoboken but did not her. Con- 
viuced that Mr. Van Gelder was not dead, his 
brother-in-law, Albert Van Horn, caused the fol- 
lowing personal to be inserted in one of the New 
York papers Tuesday moruing: Jonnny— Won't 
you communicate with me? Al.” On 
Wednesday morning, in the same paper, the fol- 
lowing reply appeared: “Al: With Pleasure. Le 
me know.

Rapacious Rents the Leading Sub- 
ject of Conversation Among 
Agents. 


a 


A Dull Market During the Past Week 
—Some Few Exceptions to the Rule— 
Talks Withthe Agents—Among the 
Architects. 


The leading topic of conversation among real 
estate men during the present week has been the 
Post-Dispatcn's clear demonstration of the fact 
that the prevailing policy of keeping rents forced 
up to prices beyond the abilities of the tenants is 
thoroughly unsound and the real cauge of the pres- 
ent exceedingly dull condition of the market, and 
of the enormous number of vacant houses for 
whieh tenants cannot be found. Many of the real 
estate men are fain to express dissent from the ar- 
ticle, not on the ground that its allegations are incor- 
rect, but because they fear that it may result in rents 
following the example of other commodities and 
taking a tumble downwards. At the same time 
there are many others of them who are ready to 
frankly acknowledge that, although the tonic medi- 
cine mentioned may be better to take, it is the only 
remedy which can remove the present stagnation. 
“If we go on waiting until our empty houses are 


taken at the present rents,” said one of them, we 
shall not see an im a ger in business this year, 
and it is very doubtful, unless something very ex- 
traordinary and unforeseen should happen in the 
meantime, whether business will not be duller next 
spring than it has been this.» The street car lines 
are suffering considerably from the abandonment 
of so many houses in different parts of the city and 
the crowding together of peopie in tenemeuts 
within walking distaace of the center city. 
I beheve, too, that this widespread adoption of the 
tenement and flat styie of living is going to havea 
very bad effect upon the city’s heaith. Tenement 
houses are being rusbed up in all parts of the city 
wtihout anything like a proper regard for their san- 
itary condition, and much of the advantages se- 
cured by the good work of che Sanitary Association 
will be offset by tue evil effects resulting from 
the

into small and ili-regulaced tenements.” Such wag 
the expression of one of tue real estate agents who 
believed that, as soon as renting came down to a 
logical basis, the people would gladly give up their 
narrow but cheap = and go back to the 
houses from which they were driven by the high 
rents. 

At tee Real Estate Exchange the reporter found 
a very dull aspect of affairs, the crowded bulletin 
boards, during the half-hour he spent there, vot 
receiving the attention of a passing glance 
by the solitary visiior to the place, wao had evi- 
dently dropped in to take a rest in one of the com- 
fortable chairs scatiered around the center table. 
Secretary Priest declined to discuss the rapacious 
rent topic, the staring boards, filled with their 
double-lined ists of empty residences appealing to 
him in vaiu for a reason for their surcharged con- 
dition. 

The agents were on the whole by no means a 
hopeful body of men. At the office of Carr & Davis 
an agent was seen, who very promptiy declared 
that there was not going to be any boom until the 
fall and that it was very doubtful whether business 
would revive then to any considerable extent. He 
had found it very dull ali week, even the ruling fine 
weather f induce the lony-looked-for revi- 
val of trade. 

Vailat & Vogel ed that they had done some 
renting during the week and had made a few small 
loans at 7 per cent; on the whole they believed that 
business was * up.

MILLIONS INVOLVED. 


The Suit of the Sitting Bull Mining Com- 
pany at Yarktoo, D. T. 

Yanxton, D. T., May 15.—The case in which the 
Sitting Bull Mining Company is the appellant and 
the Richmond Mining Company is the respond- 
ent is now before the Suprewe Court, and is at- 
tracting much attention here. The case involves 
valuatie mineral lands in the Black Hills worth 
probably $2,000,000, and is most ably advocated on 
both sides. In 1877 the corporation known as the 
Sitting Bull Mining Company discovered a vein of 
rich ore, located a claim, and followed the find. 
The Richmond Company struck a lead about the 
same time and likewise followed the vein. After 
tunneling 640 feet, the Sitting Bull Company inter- 
cepted the Richmond tunnel, The Richmond 
Company procured a temporary § injuoction 
restraining the Sitting Bull Company from proceed- 


ing further. The case was tried before Judze 
Church and decided in favor of the Richmond 
Company. Fifty-six days were consumed in the 
trial and the defendants in the action expended 
thousands of dollars in procuriag maps and cuts 
of the two tunnels and adjacent claims. The law 
of Apex was the pringipal point involved. The 
Sitting Bull Company appealed from the decision. 
It is said that under Jud o Courch's opinion, claims 
are not secured by a United Siates patent. The 
decision of the Supreme Court is awaited with 
much anxiety by the mining operators of this terri- 
tory. 


THE CHICAGO TRUAK MURDER. 


Disappearance of the Expressman Who 
Hauled the Trunk. 

CCA, III., May 15.—The detectives are still 
coilecting evidence against the five Italians who 
are charged with the trunk murder, but have met 
with asingular set-back. The expressman whom 
the police desired to identify the two Italians who 
employed another expressman named Lessinger to 
haul the trunk to the depot, has left the city through 
fright. He was a German, employed by a maa 
named Robbins, and had been in this country but 


a short time. When the trunk was brought to the

The Notorious Kentucky Desperado in 
Custody at Springfield, Mo.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 15.—White and Burdette, 
the detectives, arfived inthe city late last night, 
having in charge the notorious outiaw, Jim Craig, 
alias C. H. Cosby, whom they arrested near Lee 
Summit, Jackson County, Mo. Craig is the person 
that murdered John Overton in Grayson, County, 
Kentucky, seven years ago. He bad concealed 


himself behind a tree in a fence corner at the side 
of the road and shot Overton, as the latter was 

, cut his throat and laid him out in the road 
with rocks on his eyes to keep them closed. Craig 
was captured soon after the murder, but in com- 
pany with one Alfred A. Atwood, another wurder- 
er, made his escape from the Grayson County 
Jail.
